In a rider to their unanimous 
verdict in favour of Associated 
Newspapers, brought in after 3F 
hours at the end of the longest 
libel trial in history, rhey called 
on the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment to investigate the tax-free 
status of the sect “on the 
grounds that it is a political 
organization ”, 

The jury had also wanted to 
include a reference to anorher 
organization, hut the judge, Mr 
.Tusrice Comyn, instructed ir tn 
be deleted. 

In a second rider the jury of 
five women and six men also 
added: “Whatever rhe eftect 
of our verdict we wanted tO 
express our deep concern for 
the young idealistic members of 
it (the Unification Churchı”™, 

The verdict, delivered an the 
hundredth working day of the 
case, brought ton an end an 
action for libel which has taken 
more than_ six months and 
involved 117 wirnesscs,. 

Ir was brought by Mr Dennis 
Orme, aged 42, spiritual leader 
of, the Unification Church in 
Brirain, oyer an article in the 
Daily Mail published ia May 
1978. Afterwards Mr Ormê said 
the finding did not mean the 
end of the Unification Church 
in Brirain. He dismissed the 
riders as “inconsequential” 
and said he would definitely 
consider an appeal, “] do not 
think jr is much of a setback; 
you win sore, you lose some ”, 
he said.

Structural engineers fear that 
dance floors throughout Britain 
may be cracking because of the 
pounding from the pop craze 
of pogo dancing. Later today, 
the British Standards Institute 
is due to consider whether 
recommended floor loadings 
should be increased to take 
account of the new threat. 

Pogoing is generally per- 
formed en masse to loud, fast, 
urıcomplicated music, and com- 
prises little more than jumping 
uo aad dowa to the beat. It is 
like bouncing on a pogo stick, 
bur without the stick, 

It is especially popular in 
confined spaces and may be 
accompanied by violent shaking 
of the head and, indeed, its 
more extreme exponerms are 
sometimes referred to as 
` headbaugers ”. 

The threat to dance floors, 
no doubt constructed to with- 
stand foxtrotters and boppers 
rather than pogoers, was dis- 
closed in a report commis-

Former Bhutto 
lawyer jailed 
for five years

Islamabad, March 31 

Mr Yahya Bakhtiar, a former 
Attorney General and the chief 
defence çounsel at the trial nf 
Mr Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, the 
former prime minister, was ta- 
day sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonment with hard labour by 
a special Peshawar court on a 
charge of abusing his position 
in the annulled gencral clectior 
of March, 1977. 

Mr Bakhtiar, who comes from 
Balucbistan, was a candidite of 
Mr Bhutto's Pakistan People's 
Party in the 1977 election from 
a Quetta constituency and was 
declared elected. After the pro- 
mulgation of martial Jaw in 
July, 1977, he was charged with 
election rigging. 

He was also fined 100.000 
rupees (£4.760) or, in default, 
a further one year in jail. 

The court found no mitigating, 
circumstances and awarded him 
the maximum punishment pro- 
vided by the law. 

Although proceedings against 
Mr Bakhtiar were initiated in 


Norember, 1977, his actual 
prosecution was held in abey- 
ancc fnr about twa years 


because of his involvement in 
the Bhutto trial. 

Mr Bakhtiar, who conducted 
his own defence, was not pre- 
sent in the court today. He had 
not been detained and his 
whereabouts are nor known.

Children’s Books 
Do we really need another review ? 


work together to spread glad 
tidings about the books, regard- 
less of their quality. In conse- 
quence, magazines for begin- 
ners, like Books For Keeps or 
Books For Your Children, are 
almost entirely taken up with 
comradely gush, while even 
apparently august journals like 
The School Librarian fill much 
of their restricted space with 
platitudes. 

It is juste this penchant for the 
neighbourly and the bland that 
raises doubts about the valuc of 
any addirional journal devoted 
to “popular and wide-ranging” 
purposes. We can see in the 
columns of the TES and the 
TLS hints of how beneficial a 
stricter and dispassionate criti- 
cism may be. And we canı see in 
Margery Fisher's Growing Point 
a wonderfully resolute, consist- 
ent and, above all, readable 
body of reviews. (Indeed, if the 
Arts Council realy has got 
some money lying around for 


children’s book reviewing it 
should give it all to Mar: 
Fisher for the sustained an 


ceptive atention which she 
Bas paid for so long to so many 
often trivial 
books. . 
What Margery Fisher demon- 
strates so admirably in Growing 
Point iş that critics are not 
absolved from giving a book 
sêrioıls consideration just be- 
cause it is for children, and it 


depressingly 


seems to me that new 
venture into the minefield of 
children’s book reviewing Heeds 
to follow this lead — avoiding 
comfortable larity and 
digging deep raı than rang- 
ing wide. 


Children’s Book Bulletin, which 
bravely scorns advertisements 
and has benefited from contri- 
butions from the Gulbenkian 
Foundation and others. 

Finally, there are the unpre- 
tentious magazines put together 
by enthusiasts such as Book- 
ark, a duplicated broadsheet 
from the Moray House College 
of Education; Bookworm, a 
reriew journal edited for chil- 
dren themselyes; and Growing 
Point, a magazinc which Marg- 
ery Fisher has single-handedly 
written and published for the 
past 20 years. 

How then, amid all his 
apparent plenty, can a case be 
made for yet another review 
journal ? It could be said, I 
suppose, that some of the above 
publications are too sectarian 
(Children's Book Bulletin, for 
instance, while publishing ex- 
tensive and stimulating reviews, 
which are forcefully argued, is 
often swayed by a puritanic 
desire to. root out racialism, 
classism, sexism and the cult of 
Robertson’s Golliwog marma- 
lade from works that are 
innocent of all such pernicious 
tendencies), 

It could alsa be said — more 
usefully — that several others 
are not fo much journals of 
review as of promotion. For the 
discussion of children’s books 
is constantly hampered by an 
emotionzl belief that negative 


criticism should be shurmned, 
lest it result in some poor 
fledgling being deprived of 
healthy nourishment. Commen- 
tators and publishers should al 


come from organizations with 
some sort of professional 
backing: Books For Your Chil- 
dren, which calls itself “the 
only magazine specially de- 
signed for parents”; Junior 
Bookshelf, a venerable, but now 
absalescent, magazine — the 
Blackuvod's of children's Litera- 
ture; The School Librarian, 
official journal of the School 
Library Association; The Times 
Educational Supplement, which 
carries notices of children’s 
books every week, and which 
also publishes additional review 
sections periodically; and The 
Times Literary Supplernent, 
which runs a regular quarterly 
iuset on childrer’s books {the 
latest was published last Fri- 
day). 

Then there are what might be 
called the “sponsored’”’” journals 
such as Books For Keeps, the 
magazine of the School Book- 
shop Association, which is 


supported by Lioyd's Bank; and 


Apparently the Arts Council has 
been asked to put up some 
money to fund a proposed 
*““ıatianal" journal for review- 
ing children's books. 1 cannot 
believe that the news will be 
well received by such bodies as 
the National Youth Theatre, 
who have recently fallen out of 
favour with the Council; on the 
other hand, gıven the present 
state of children's book review- 
ing, some might find the idea 
attraciûve. 

The Council's name would 
give prestige to an enterprise 
which might otherwmıse be 
blighted by' obscurity, and in 
return the community would 
benefit from a journal with the 
avowed aims of heing “popular 
and wide-ranging”. 


But, you might think, there 
are enough journals with that 
purpose already. There are. for 
instance, what might be called 
the “official'" periodicals that

There are writers, like Patrick 
Hamilron, _William Gerhardie 
or even Dorothy Richardson, 
who seem to be perpetually 
trembling on the brink of being 
rediszovered, but never decisi- 
vely are. Artists can fall into 
the same Jimbo : despite al] the 
arenrtion he has received in 
the last few years, ir is diffi 
cult to avoid the feeling that 


David Bomberg has never 
quite managed to struggle out 
of it. At the currenr show of 


works by him from the collec. 
tion of his widow, which is at 
Aathony d’Offay, 9 Dering 
Strreer, until Saturday. it is dif. 
ficulr quite.ta account for this 
feeling; it was eren more so 
at the show of his later work 
staged by the Whitechapel Art 
Gallery two years ago. With so 
much, sn evident talent, and so 
many people enthusiastic about 
his work, how can any doubt 
remain ? 

And yet it does. Perhaps the 
heart nf the mystery lies in 
the shape of Bomberg’s career. 
After a spectacular beginning 
as a prize student at the Slade 
and a very visible part of .the 
combative and much-publicized 
Vorticist morement around the 
First World War, Bomberg 
seems gradually tao have 
drifted into obscurity. He 
painted a lor, he exhibited 
regularly, be travelled, he 
taught ; but somehow he had 
ceased to be central, and a Jot 
of his painting was a very pri 
vate pursuit, done nut of some 
inner compulsion rather than 
an urgent need to communi- 
cate. Possibly he Iost hope: 
certainly he lost touch with 
the art world, or more car- 
rectly the art world lost touch 
wirh him. And this mental iso- 
lation shows in his work. Parti 
cularly, T think, ir the work of 
his middle years: the scrubby 
and unappetizing portraits 
(often self-portraits) nf the 
1930s, the rather wilfully slap- 
dash landscapes of the same 
era. 

Ironically. Inoking back to 
the superh progressive abstract’ 
tions nf the First World War, 
norably The Mud Bath and In 
the Hold. it was war again 
which brought his gifts into 
focus, particularly in the 
magisterial Bomb Store of 
1942, seven studies or variants 
at which are included in the 
present show. After the war he 
again starred going regularly 
te Spain, where the dry, angu- 
lar landscape around Ronda 
seemed to chime with his for- 
maj preoccupations and inspire 
some of his most realized work 
during the 1950s. 

The revaluation hegan 
almost immediately after his 
death, în 1958 with the Arts 
Cnuncil memorial show: there 
were major _shaws at the Tate 
in 1967, at Fischer Fine Art in 
1973 and in Whitechapel in 
1979. Yet still wê think of him 
as a cause. My guess is that, 
necause of hic relative isola- 
tion during much of his life, 
he just does not fit into history 
neatly enough ; and the period 
nf his least worldly success 
was alsa a time .of awkward 
transtion which makes the neg- 
lect comprehensible, if not 
entirely justified.

Or are we doomed to a future 
which depends for its stability on 
the reserve army of unemployed 
predicted by Karl Marx? That is 
no guarantee of stability but it is 
one of continuing poverty, unhap- 
piness and even despair.

iustinct for secrecy which has 
frustrated the aims of the Grigg 
report.

times seen, says Sir Duncan, as 


merely “a yawn”. The staff 
assigned in the various ministries 
to do the first weeding out of 
papers not yet five years old—a 
process which discards ninety- 
mine of those 100 miles of paper 
every year before the remainder 
are packed off to the Public 
Record Office—are usually 
branck or junior officers without 
the experience that Grigg saw to 
be necessary. New methods of 
filing have made selection not 
easier but more difficult.

Telecom to 
lose rights 
on PABXs

British Telecom is to lose its 
exclusive right to maintain all 
digital Private automatic 
branch exchanges (PABXs). In 
a major policy switch, the 
Government announced yester- 
day it would allow the private 
sector to compete for rhe Tele. 
com work. 

The decision comes ‘after 
growing opposition among Con- 
servative backbenchers to the 
British Telecon monopoly. 

The timing of the announce- 
ment may ‘hare been to diffuse 
the controversy which may 
arisc in the Commons today 
when the Telecommunications 
Bill returrs for its report stage.

Call for ‘radical’ changes
